1. Friendship Established between 
Jonathan and David (I Sam. 18:1-4). 
The friendship of Jonathan and 
David lias become immortalized in 
the world’s thought. 
It w a r unique 
in that it occurred between the two 
men of rival worldly interests. Jon­ 
athan was the crown prince and 
heir to the throne, according to 
hereditary rights. 
David was to he 
k ing according to divine choice and 
arrangement. 
Jonathan k new this 
and y et magnanimously waived his 
natural, personal rights in favor of 
God’s chosen. 
1. 
Love at first sight (vv. 1, 2). 
At the end of the interview be­ 
tween David and Saul, following the 
victory 
over 
Goliath, 
Jonathan’s 
smi 1 was k nit with that of David. 
While there was mutual love, this 
trait stands out pre-eminently in 
Jonathan. 
To him it meant great 
loss, the loss of the throne, while 
to David it meant immense gain, the 
acquisition of the throne, to which 
lie had no natural right. 
2. 
A covenant established (vv. 
3, 4). 
This mutual love found ex­ 
pression in the establishment of a 
covenant between them. 
Following 
this 
love 
covenant, 
Jonathan 
stripped himself of his court rube 
and equipment and gave them to 
David. This act was a virtual abdi­ 
cation of the throne to David. T ru­ 
ly , “ Love seek eth not her own.” 
(I Cor. 13, 15.) 
II. 
Jonathan 
Defended 
David 
Against Saul's Frenzy (I Sain. 19:1- 
7). 
David went into the battle with 
Goliath out of zeal for God and true 
religion, not for personal glory ; hut 
it turned out as alway s, that be­ 
cause he put -God first, God hon­ 
ored him. 
it is alway s true that 
those who honor God shall in turu 
bo honored of God. 
On David’s return from victory 
over Goliath, be was met by a tri­ 
umphal chorus of women of all the 
cities of Israel, chanting praise to 
him of the victory over their enemy . 
They ascribed more praise to David 
than to Saul. 
The one group sang 
“Saul has slain his thousands," and 
the other answered, “And David his 
ten thousands." 
The praise of Da­ 
vid aroused the murderous envy in 
Saul’s heart and moved him twice 
to attempt to k ill David. 
This wick edness was in 
Saul’s 
heart. 
The occasion fanned it into 
a flame mak ing it a burning passion 
of evil. 
Let no one think of this 
as an Imaginary sin. 
Its counter­ 
part may he found in many of us. 
The supreme test is as to whether 
the success of others and the hon­ 
or bestowed upon others arouses 
within us envy and jealousy . 
It is 
hard t<* 
f o r g i v e t ho s e

If 
n eglected , pu s accu mu lates u n d er­ 
n eath the n ail an d prod u ces the fin al 
symptoms of that pain fu l affliction 
called in grown toe n ail. 
On ce pu s gathers u n d ern eath the 
n ail, there is prod u ced marked pain , 
as well as great d iscomfort in walk­ 
in g.
